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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections -35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-3, 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Harrison (US 6,075,223). 

Harrison teaches a method of laser marking that comprises applying a ceramic 
paint to a glass substrate and printing indicia by color changing the coating with a laser 
(column 6, lines 1-3; column 7, lines 30 - column 8, line 38). Only portions of the paint 
that are radiated change color. Since the composition of the ceramic paint is very 
similar to that of the substrate (column 8, lines 25-30), this reads on the coefficient of 
thermal expansion being "substantially the same". The ceramic non-lead paint may be 
white (column 8, lines 27-38). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Harrison (US 6,075,223), as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Cabo (US 
5,820,991). 

Harrison teaches the limitations of claim 1 , as shown above, but fails to explicitly 
teach firing the ceramic paint onto the glass substrate. However, Cabo teaches that by 
firing ceramic paints to glass substrates, the bonding is increased (column 5, lines 1- 
15). From this, it would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art to fire the ceramic paint taught by Harrison onto 
the glass substrate. By doing so, one would reap the benefits of increasing the bonding 
of the coating. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant argues that the amendments to the claims overcome the rejections 
based on 35 U.S.C. Section 112. Examiner agrees and has withdrawn these rejections 
accordingly. 

Applicant argues that the non-radiated paint portion of Harrison is removed from 
the substrate while the non-radiated portion of the present invention remains bonded to 
the substrate. This argument is not found convincing. The claims do not require that 
the non-radiation portion remain bonded nor excludes removing the non-radiated 
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portion. The applicant has only argued features that are not present in the claims. 
Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
